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Meditation Bill Okayed 


If a bill passed by the House and sent to the Senate 
last Sroredar is approved by the upper chamber and 
signed by Gov. James A. Rhodes, prayer of a sort will 
be silently repeated in Ohio's public schools. 

The_ measure, Amendment H.B. 91, sponsored by 
Rep. Dale Locker, (D-Anna, O. Shelby Co.), as passed: 
by the House 65 to 27, provided for a daily meditation 
period in all public schools. The word prayer is not 
mentioned in the bill, it was echoed numerous of 
times during the lively debate on the House floor. 

Rep. Ike Thompson, (D-13 Cleveland), and Rep. Les 
Brown, (D-29, Columbus), both black, took the floor in 
support of the controversial proposal. Both suggested 
that with the arrogant and stubborn attitudes of pre- 
sent day children, a meditation period may be the only 
time a teacher would have a moment of peace and 
quietness in her or his classroom. 

Brown, a former Columbus Disc Jockey whose gift 
to gab and his smooth manner of delivery of heart 
rendering Biblical quotations in true Evangelistic 
franticism raised his popularity to an all time high for 
a Black DJ, closed his remarks with a slogan he used 
to sign off his radio program. 

After relating the unyielding Christian principles of 
the Founding Fathers and his stern religious up- 
bringing, Brown challenged his colleagues to: 
“Standup for What You Believe In, For You Can Fall 
For Anything.” 

Rep. Ike Thompson has begun pressing for his bill 
that would require state and local governments to de- 
posit checking account money in minority controlled 
banks. The proposal, H.B. 117 has been bottled up in 
the House Financial Institution Committee since Feb. 
1, 1977. . 

Under provision of the bill a minority bank with less 
than $22-million in deposits could apply for and re- 
ceive up to two percent of the state treasurer's de- 
posits that reflects day to day business and would 
draw no interest. 

Thompson said that most non-interest state de- 
posits in Columbus banks run about $10-million and 
accounts in other areas of state total some $12- 
million, if approved, a minority bank could claim two 
percent-interest.of..$22-million,..or $440,000 _in_non- 
interest deposits. i+ 

Although Thompson's measure defines minority 
banks as Afro-American, Puerto Ricans and other 
Spanish-speaking persons and American Indians, it is 
obviously designed to benefit the only two black con- 
trolled banks, one in Dayton and the other in Cleve- 
lan. 

Since banks with state deposits pay no interest, and 
since-both black controlled banks could aualifv under 
the bill, its approval would be a tremendous boost to 
the capital-of the black financial institutions.
